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'Long ond Tangled History 

Considerable space is given in the Hoover Com- 
mission report on "Business Enterprise" to the parcel 
post system. This system, the report observes, "has 
had a long and tangled legislative history since it 
was established in 1012. Congress always has been 
concerned with the possibility thiat it might com- 
pete with private enterprise. . ; ." 

Ever since parcel post's beginning, Congress has 
sought to minimize the potentiality of detrimental 
competition in two ways.' One is by limitations on 
the size and weight of parcels that can be shipped 



by parcel post. The other is .by urging rates suffi- 
cient to cover the costs of the service. 

This last policy, however, has not been carried 
out— as the Commission makes abundantly clear. 
Rotes have often remained more or less static in the 
face of sharply rising costs. According to the Com- 
mission, the deficit increased from $99,011,000 in 
1949 to $151,497,000 in 1953. This represented about 
24 (per cent of the cost of providing the service. And 
direct deficits still continue In spite of some rate 
increases. Additionally, there are sizable indirect 
costs resulting from the operation of the service, 
including, government contributions to retirement 
funds, employe compensation and depreciation. 

As a consequence, the Commission formally 
recommends "that the Postmaster General shall, if 
the current rates do not cover all costs of the parcel 
post service (including indirect costs), seek a further 
increase of rates." This is certainly a moderate posi- 
tion, that should be generally supported by the tax- 
payers. 

PoItHcal Panic Is a Danger 

A statement that, because of depressed prices, 
thousands of small farmers are being driven off the 
land, has been vigorously denied by Secretary Ben- 
son. He reports that fewer farmers left the land 
in the past three years than in the preceding three. 
No one. should minimize the farm problem. At 
the same, time, we should take care not to exaggerate 
it out of all reason and make it appear that ,U. S. 
agriculture as a whole is in desperate straits. 

It will be especially bad— for the farmer and 
everyone else — if we permii the current situation to 
stampede us into actions born of political panic in an 
election year. For example, there is a great deal of 
talk about falling back on high fixed parity prices. 
But the unquestionable fact is that it was this policy 
which created problems worse than those it attempted 
to solve— 'by encouraging production for purchase 
and storage by the government, instead of for con- 
sumption. We cannot have a sound farm economy so 
long as surpluses of incredible size keep piling up. . 

Whether the soil bank is or is not a workable 
solution is a matter of controversy. But it has one 
virtue, so far as we can see now— it would mark a 
constructive attack on the impossible surplus situa- 
tion. A key provision is the prevention of diverting 
land from one surplus crop only to put it in another 
surplus crop. If, for instance, the soil bank land 
were used for grazing, we would soon have a live- 
stock problem of far greater dimensions than any 
we know now.

Now Is the time* that danger lies 
thinly hidden in tlie frown surfaces 
of neighborhood ponds, Jakes and 
streams. This is -a time of alternat* 
Inc freezes and sudden -thaws. 
Hidden weak spots or flaws devclpp 
beneath the deceptive ice surface, 
waiting to trap a trusting child or 
an unwary adult. 

EaST year, hundreds of young 
Americans in northern sections of 
ihc country meet with often tragic 
thin-ice accidents. Many arc drown- 
ed that could have lived with fore- 
sight on the part of parents : and 
others charged with the safety of 
our children. 

Must we wait until some young- 
ster in this community meets an icy 
death before we take action to pre- 
vent these unnecessary accidents. 
Let us who ore parents join forces 
with our school and town authori- 
ties to put into effect a program 
that will do much to stop a thin-ice 
tragedy before it occurs. ■ 

The following civic and parental 

' measures are rccoml ? c "J„ : w -„nn- 
1. Take time, and the rcspon; 

sibility to stress "tW«-Ice" education 
for your children. Make sure that 
they understand, how sun, fog, rain 
and varying temperatures change 
the quality tnd strength of the ice 
with treacherous rapidity. Ihsnst 
that the children do not go skating 
alone or on untested ice. 

2 Make sure that children pat- 
ronize supervised skating rinks or 
prepared outdoor areas wherever 
possible. Banked flat areas can be 
flooded at minimum cost and effort. 

.Quick freezing and maximum safety 
are the dividends paid by the shal- 
low depth of such a man (or wom- 
an) made skating pond. , • . 

3 All unsafe bodies of water 
should be kept posted with danger 
or forbidden signs. Tested safe 
areas should be clearly designated. 
Remember that ice will be thin over 
springs and streams flowing into or 
out of a pond or lake. 

4 Provide adequate patrolling or 
local bodies of :watcr to enforce 
restrictions on forbidden areas. -, 

5. Testing skating areas daily for 
thickness and quality of ice. It must 
be solid, free of cracks, and at least 
three inches thick for safe use. . 

6. Schools should cooperate' by 
holding "winter sports safety" as r , 
somblies, making announcements or 
posting bulletin hoard notices warn : 
ng of the dangers of thin ice. ... 

7. * An official community .' ice- 
information" headquarters should 
be. established where parents may 
telephone before allowing .their 
children to go skating. 

8. Make provision .for adequate 
ice rescue equipment and training 
of responsible groups for ice rescue 
work. Rescue .equipment such as 

. ladders, ropes, inflated auto tubes, 
and the like should he kept handy 
at all principal skating areas. 

Major responsibility for ice trag- 
edy prevention and rescue rests in 
the hands of the police, but it should 
kept in mind that too little police 
time and facilities can be allotted 
to this work. They must have pub- 
lic and family assistance. If a 'safe- 
ice program were spearheaded by 
a leading civic group, the coopera- 
tion of the entire community could 
,be assured. Through determined 
practice of these safety measures it 
can be your child whose life will 
be saved. ,

so he got a scroggly stand of 
weak plants with bare spots wide- 
open to erosion. This is an accurate 
drawing made from a photograph 
of a non-inoculated alfalfa field, 
but lack of inoculation can make 
the same difference in soybeans, 
clover, lespedeza, vetch, peas or 
any other legume. - 

A farmer in Kansas, Warren 
Miller, reports, "Before inoculating 
wo found^it difficult to get a good 
alfalfa stand. Since inoculating 
our alfalfa seed we get a good 
stand every time. Inocu ation 
makes all the difference between 
success and failure." 

Legumes are rich in protein be- 
cause the" use a lot of nitrogen. If 
inoculated, they can make all or 
most of their own nitrogen plant 
food out of the air. They use it for 
lush growth, big yields, rich pro- 
tein content, and often for so" en- 
richment to boot If not inoculated, 
they drain nitrogen from the soil 
and usually yield poorly. Thats 
why agricultural authorities agree 
it pays big to inoculate — to mix 
special nitrogen-fixing bacteria 
with your seed. 

Most seed houses handle legume 
seed inoculnnts. You can get leaf- 
lots on making money with leg- 
umes from Nitragin, Milwaukee, 
Wis.

The Rev. A. J. Henderson of St. 
Peter's Catholic church announces 
a change has been made in the Holy 
Week services of the church at 
large and explains why the "re- 
stored -Holy Week," in the following 
article furnished the Antioch News: 

On November 10, 1955, the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites issued a de- 
cree (approved by Pope Pius XII), 
which provided for the restoration 
of the Order of Services of Holy 
Week. The changes involved were 
not made to create a novelty or 
"something different" nor to dig 
ancient ceremonies out of the dis- 
tant past. They were made for the 
benofit of our people, to help them 
re-live the sacred events of. the 
closing days of Christ's life. 

Originally the Holy Week rites 
were performed at the same hours 
of the same days that the sacred 
mysteries occurred. The solemn 
Mass of the Lord's Supper on Thurs- 
day evening recalled the Institution 
of the Holy Eucharist. Friday af- 
ternoon the liturgical function re- 
called the Lord's passion and death. 
A solemn vigil'began on Holy Satur- 
day night and ended Easter morn- 
ing with the joy of the Resurrec- 
tion. But during the Middle Ages, 
these religious services were, for 
various reasons, transferred to the 
morning hours. Torn from their 
proper time-sotting, they, lost their 
qriginal meaning. 

In more recent times another ser- 
ious change took place. Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday of Holy Week 
had long been holy days of obliga- 
tion, so that Catholics, freed from 
servile works, could be present at 
the morning services. In 1642, be- 
cause of a shift in economic condi- 
tions, Pope Urban VIII was forced 
to ' declare the last three days of 
Holy Week no longer holy days of 
obligation. With schools, factories, 
and business places open on these 
days, the solemn and important li- 
turgical services have been held in 
churches that in many cases were 
almost deserted, 

These Holy Week services have 
such dignity, sacramental force, 
and power for nourishing Christian 
life (which cannot be supplied by 
substitutes), that they had to be re- 
stored to the people. And so the 
Church, by simplifying the services 
and restoring them to their proper 
time-setting, makes it possible for 
Catholics to attend in great num- 
bers and to reap the rich spiritual 
benefits of Holy Week. 



Palm Sunday Service 

In the restored order of Holy 
Week, Palm Sunday is entitled "the 
second Sunday of Passiontido." The 
divine service for this Sunday may 
be likened to a two-act drama. The 
first act is the triumphal procession 
honoring Christ the King. The sec- 
ond act is the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass which stresses the Passion 
and Death of Christ our Redeemer. 
In order to give more time and em- 
phasis to the procession, the bless- 
ing of the palms and some parts of 
the Mass have been shortened. 

The procession is intended to be 
a great public demonstration of 
loyalty in honor of Christ the King; 
the people and the priest (who 
wears rod vestment) carry the 
newly-blessed palms and proclaim 
their devotion and fealty to Christ, 
in imitation of the disciples and the 
youths of that first Palm Sunday: 
"Glory, praise, and honor to Thee, 
O Christ, our King and Redeemer, 
Whom children's voices greeted 
with enthusiastic Hosannas." Cen- 
turies before Christ, the prophet 
Zacharlas had predicted to the 
Jews: "Behold thy King will come 
to thee . , . poor and riding upon an 
ass and upon a colt.' ' On the first 
Palm Sunday, Christ fulfilled that 
prophecy. And wo, in participating 
in this triumphal Kingship proces- 
sion of palms, not only re-enact this 
great event in Christ's life, but ac- 
tually make it present again in our 
own lives. 

In the Mass of Palm Sunday 
(celebrated in purple vestments) 
the dominant theme, the suffering 
and death of our Redeemer, is por- 
trayed by the Scriptural passages: 
The Psalms which foretold the Pas 
sion;- Saint Paul's Epistle to the 
Phillipians, which gives the divine 
motive for it; and Saint Matthew's 
Gospel which vividly describes it. 
And in the sacred action of the 
Mass, under forms of bread and 
wine, Christ makes present again 
•His sacrificial death on the Cross. 
Holy Thursday 

Holy Thursday is the anniversary 
of the Lord's Supper, when Christ 
oun Lord, the eyening before He 
suffered and died, ate the solemn 
Passover meal with His disciples. It 
was at this supper that He insti- 
tuted the Holy Eucharist, which is 
a sacrifice, a sacrament, and a me- 
morial of His passion, to be re- 
newed unceasingly by His priests. 
It was also at this supper, when He

washed their feet, that He gave to 
His disciples and to us an example 
nnd a command of brotherly love. 
Christian charity, an unselfish and 
divinely-motivated love, is the 
theme of this day. 

In the restoration of Holy Week, 
provision is made for a "Mass of 
the Chrism" to be celebrated dur- 
ing the day by tihe 'Bishop in his 
Cathedral church. During this Mass 
(at which only the Bishop may re- 
ceive Holy Communion), he blesses 
the Oil of Catechumens and the Oil 
of the Sick and prepares the sacred 
Chrism— the three holy oils which 
will be used in the administration of 
Sacraments in his diocese during 
the coming year. 

But it Is in the evening (to begin 
-between 5 and 8 o'clock) that the 
"Mass of the Lord's Supper" Is to 
be celebrated for the faithful in all 
the churches. A feature of this mass 
is the re-enactment of its Gospel- 
narrative (where it is practicable) 
in the ceremony of the washing of 
the feet. And it is only at this eve- 
ning mass that the faithful are to 
receive Holy Communion, from the 
freshly-consecrated ciboriums; The 
ho3ts that remain are carried in pro- 
cession to the repository, where the 
faithful will adore their Eucharistlc 
Lord during the evening hours. 
These Hosts will be given to the 
faithful in Holy Communion during 
the divine service on the afternoon 
of Good Friday. 

In the next issue of this paper 
changes in the Good Friday and 
■Holy Saturday services will be ex- 
plained and a complete Holy Week 
schedule be'published. 

Special Farm Operating 
Loans Available to June 30 

TtPDresentative Marguerlate Stitt 
Church (R), Illinois, announced to- 
day that she had been informed that 
the Department of Agriculture has 
authorized the making of special 
farm operating loans to eligible 
farmers in Illinois pursuant -to Pub- 
lic Law 727. This authority ex- 
tends through June 30, 1956. 

These loans are made to farmers 
whose needs cannot be met, for a 
temporary period, from commercial 
banks, cooperative lending agencies 
or the regular programs of the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
Loan funds may be used to meet 
normal operating expenses, but not 
for the repayment of existing debts. 
The applicant must be primarily en- 
gaged in farming and have reason- 
able prospects for success in his op- 
erations. 

Farmers desiring information 
about these loains should.- get In 
toueh with the local county office 
of the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion serving the area in which they 
live.
